After declaring he did not seek the 
support of the Daley-Miles-Brennan 
combination at the recent primary eléc- 
tion, Simon 8. Bass, one of the three 
Democratic nominees for Circuit Judge, 
admitted to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Saturday that he contributed $300 to 
defray the incidental primary expenses 
of the Daley organization. 

“I did no more in that direction than 
@ther candidates,’’ Bass explained. 

“Mr. Daley and his associates were in 
charge of the City Committee and they 
asked all of us to contribute.” 

“Do you know whether Judge Dillon 
gave the committee any money?’ 

“I do not.” 

Says Rodgers Contributed. 

“Do you know who else did besides 
yourself?” 

“Well; I know that Hickman Rodgers 
gave $300 and I believe Mr. McManus 
contributed the same amount.’’ 

“Were these men supported in the 
so-called Daley wards?’ 

“I believe that is true. But 
strength came from every ward.” 

“Isn't it a fact that the City Com- 
mittee collected $3300, which was dis- 
tributed among the Daley following in 
each of the 28 wards with instructions 
to support the men who had opened 
their purse strings?”

W. C. Connett and Campbell Cum- 
mings, Democratic candidates for Cir- 
cult Attorney, also refused to make 
contributions on the ground that the 
City Committee had no right to dictate 
nominations, . 

Chairman Daley's sworn statement on 
Mile at the Recorder of Deeds’ office 
shows that Simon S. Bass, for Circuit 
Judge, gave $300; Peter T. Barrett, also 
one of the successful candidates for the 
game office, $100; James Sheehan, Seven- 
teenth Ward leader, $300; Dr. Henry Get- 
tys, defeated candidate for Coroner, 
$300; A. H. Robbins, defeated candidate 
for Court of Appeals, $600; Hickman P. 
Rodgers, defeated. for Circuit Judge, 
_ $300, while P. O'Donnell, Democratic 
leader of the Fifth Ward, collected $1000; 
James P. Miles, Third Ward leader, $200, 
* and William J. (Boots) Brennan turned 
over $200. 

At the time this money was received 
the Supreme Court had given orders to 
Chairman Daley and his associates to 
reifietate eight or ten members of the 
committee, known as Jefferson Club 
men, who had been summarily ousted 
several months ago. ; 

- But none of the men thus reinstated 
was given a dollar to spend at the pri- 
mary election. 

How It Was Divided. 

The sworn statement of expenses 
shows that the Daley organization di- 
vided up the $3300 among the Daley 
henchmen in the various wards as fol- 
lows:

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RUDGERS PEOPLE 
SAY SANDERSON 
NEGLECTED THEM 


Gas Franchise Seekers Assert 
He Refused to Visit 
Their Field. 


ALLEGE DOUBLE CROSS 
Sanderson Leaves City After 


Speaking Disparagingly of 
35-Cent Company. 





Representatives in St. Louis of the 
Rodgers syndicate, applying for a 35- 
cent natural gas franchise, say that H. 
S. Sanderson, Supervisor of City Light- 
ing, sent to Oklahoma to investigate the 
holdings of the rival companies, did not 
examine their properties at all. 

Mr. Sanderson appeared before the 
Public Improvements Committee of the 
House of Delegates Friday and spoke 
disparagingly of the claims of the Rod- 
gers syndicate. Capt. T. L. Laney, one 
of Mr. Rodgers’ field men, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Saturday that he and 
H. L. Moore of Nowata, Ok., made a 
special trip to .Bartlesville to meet Mr. 
Sanderson and urge him to examine 
their properties. 

Capt. Laney says that he and Mr. 
Moore kept automobiles in waiting at 
Nowata for several days for Mr. San- 
derson, and that when he finally did 
get there he remained in the city but a 
few hours.and declined the invitation 
to go to the gas fields with Mr. fee, 
representatives. 

- “Wanted to Go to Races.” 

“When we met Mr. Sanderson at 
Bartlesville he told us he would come 
to Nowata and go through the fields 
Friday and Saturday,’ said Capt. 
Laney. ‘“‘We urged him to go immedi- 
ately, but he said that he could not, 
as he wanted to go to the races at 
Bartlesville. 

“He told us that Braden’s man had 
pointed out our property to him. We 
expected him to come to Nowata first, 
and were waiting for him there. The 
next we heard of him he turned up at 
Tulsa.”’ 

According to George V. Reynolds, at- 
torney for Mr.. Rodgers, Sanderson went 
to Iola to see Mr. Rodgers. He re- 
mained there two hours and had lunch 
with Mr. Rodgers. 

“Sanderson told Mr. Rodgers that he 
was satisfied with the supply of gas, 
and asked Mr. Rodgers to furnish him 
a list of his holdings,’’ said Mr. Reyn- 
olds. ‘“‘Mr. Rodgers told Sanderson that 
it was merely a question of typewriting, 
and that he would furnish the list in 
two hours if he would wait. Sanderson 
said he was in no hurry for the list, as 
he would not need it before Oct. 2. He 
said he had to go to New York to attend 
a wedding and to Cleveland and Pitts- 
burg, and was in no hurry for the in- 
formation. 

“Double-Cross” Alleged. 

“Now he goes before the committee 
and says that Mr. Rodgers refused to 
give him any information. The fact of 
the matter is that Mr. Sanderson is 
double-crossing the Rodgers syndicate. 
He did not remain in Iola to investigate 
the situation there. If he had taken the 
time he could have ascertained that 
Mr. Rodgers is using 15,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas a day in his smelters, and 
that he is a thoroughly practical nat- 
ural gas man.’ 

Mr. Reynolds has in St. Louis a list of 
the Rodgers leases, and maps show!ng 
that the lands lie in the proven gas dis- 
tricts of Oklahoma.. He has also the 
sworn statements of persons with whom 
Mr. Rodgers has contracts for supplying 
large quantities of natural gas. 

Mr. Reynolds objects to the attitude 
of Mr. Sanderson in appearing before 
the House Committee before he has 
made the report the Council asked him 
to make, and also for breaking faith 
with Mr. Rodgers. Mr. Reynolds de- 
clares that the original Rodgers Dill, in- 
troduced last February, has not been 
improved upon by any of the other ap- 
plications for the franchise. 

Sanderson Leaves City. 

Sanderson left Friday night for the 
Fast, immediately after appearing be- 
fore the House Committee. Mr. Reyn- 
olds says that Mr. Rodgers does not 
desire to accept the suggestion of 
Sanderson to use Laclede mains for 
distributing natural gas for the reas- 
on that he wante to control the busi- 
ness so that “e can give good ser- 
vice. 

He says the natural gas mains were 
laid in Cleveland promptly and with- 
out annoyance to the public, and that 
the result is much more satisfactory 
than in cities where the old artificial 
gas mains are used.

Wilson of Bangor; Me., and so confident 
is he of success that he is prepared to 
put in a bid to the Government for a 
naval aeroplane as soon as the official 


Wilson has built several machines 
within the last dozen years. He says he 
has flown with them. 

Wilson's latest aeroplane was bullt a 
few months ago, and in one of his re- 
cent flights, he says, he covered seven 
miles and on another occasion rose 700 
feet without the.aid of motor. 

“Of course,” stid Wilson, “I can only 
rise in the air and remain there without 
a motor provided there is sufficient 
wind. Therefore it is best to have a 
small motor 40 rise when the atmos- 
phere is still, but with any kind of wind 
the motor may be shut off and I can fly 
as easily without it against the wind as 
with it, and control my machine’ per- 
tectly.”’

Offensive Epistle to Woman Costs

Absurd, Says Sanderson, 

Harry 8S. Sanderson, Supervisor of City 
Lighting, declared Ziebold’s request for 
an amendment to stipulate in the fran- 
chise the same price for natural and 
artificial gas was “absurd, and intended 
to keep St. Louis from getting the bene- 
fits of a good offer.” 

In the course of the hearing John A. 
Talty, attorney for Barnsdall, said that 
the day before Sanderson went to Ok- 
lahoma to investigate the resources of 
the two concerns which propose to ob- 
tain their gas there, the Supervisor 
wanted to know whom he should. ask 
to go over the flelds with him. 


“I told him,” Talty said, “that I 
would refer him to a man who would 
take him to our wells and those con- 
trolled by Rodgers.’ 


Talty said that Sanderson replied that 
he didn’t want to see the Rodgers wells. 
Sanderson heard Talty’s statement and 
offered no explanation or correction 
of it. 


When Sanderson returned from Ok- 
lahoma Wednesday he said that he had 
asked Rodgers for a report on his 
property, but couldn't get it. Rodgers 
alleges that Sanderson said. he didn’t 
aeed thé information then and wouldn’t 
until Oct. 25. 

Among the advantages which Talty 
claimed for the Barnsdall bill was a 
provision that if the franchise were 
granted to him free gas would be fur- 
nished to the several public institu- 
tions. This same provision was in the 
Rodgers bill when it was introduced 
in the Council, but at the instance of 
Sanderson was stricken out. Sanderson 
Says the provision is useless because 
the hospitals and other institutions will 
continue to burn electricity. He did not 
volunteer that suggestion at the public 
hearing, however, when Attorney Talty 
cited his clients’ offer as a reason why 
their bill should be passed. 

While the hearing was in progress 
Robert Crabb, an attorney for the Unit- 
ed Railways Co., and Attorney Talty, 
who is employed by the same company, 
were in frequent consultation. Crabb 
was making stenographic notes of all 
the arguments advanced by the speak- 
ers who appeared in behalf of the 
Rodgers bill and the Wetmore bill. 
The Public Improvements Committee 
had three lists of questions which were 
asked of Rodgers, Attorney Taity and 
Attorney Arthur J. Tubbs, who repre- 
sented the Wetmore syndicate. There: 





was a different set of interrogations for 
each of the proposed grantees. 


Rodgers Answers Questions, 


James O. Rodgers said that he and his 
partners control wells yielding 300,000,000 
cubic feet of gas daily, and that they 
had other pools in process of develop- 
ment. He said he held only options 
on leases and contracts covering large 
quantities of gas to be delivered from 
wells owned by other persons and cor- 
porations. Rodgers said he is president

This field is 
within # miles of St. Louis, Mr. Tubbs 
said, and can be developed so that it 
will be able to supply St. Louis indefi- 
nitely.

of the motorist causmg the accident, 
nut that the State would have to prove 
‘intentional’ carelessness. 


Prosecutor Takes Another View, 

Loomis C. Johnson, Assistant Circuit 
Attorney, charged with the prosecution 
of the motorist on trial in the case in 
which this decision was made declared 
afterward: 

“Automobile speed maniacs may now 
run wild and cripple all the persons 
they happen to encounter if this de- 
cision holds good. How on ‘earth can 
the prosecution prove intentional care- 
essness when it is impossible for a 

rson to be intentionally careless. 

“A motorist who ran down a person 
‘ith intentional carelessness would as a 

atter of course be guilty under the 
aw. This law its intended to punish 


‘those who by unintentional cerelessness 
Anjure persons.’’ 


The decision was made in the case 
of John Newbauer, a chauffeur, who 
was on trial charged for culpable 
negligence in running down Eddie 
Dean at Spring and Laclede avenues 
last June and crippling him for life. 


Negligence Was Alleged,

CAUGHT UNDER TRUCK 





Many of the Accidents Would 
Have Been Prevented by 
Better Apparatus. 





Agnes Wild, the pretty little 3-year-oid 
daughter of Dr. and Mrs. Rudolph Wild 
of 1117 Salisbury street is dead todav 
because one of the inefficient fenders 
of the United Railways Co. failed to 
fend. She is the eighth child killed 
since April. All eight deaths may be 
attributed to the fact that the cars of 
the company are equipped with fencers 
that do not do what fenders are intend- 
ed to do. 

In most cases they add to the certain- 
ty of death or multiply the mutilation 
instead of saving life and limb. 

In the death of Agnes Wild the new- 
fashioned fender with which the Belle- 
fontaine cars and cars of-other iines 
are equipped had a full and fair test. 
The child ran in front of the car at 
Eleventh and Salisbury streets, was 
struck by the car and knocked down. 

An efficient fender would have scooped 
her up and prevented her from getting 
under the truck. The new fender rot 
only did not do that, but seems to have 
aided in crushing ~ut her life.

And when 
men move about stealthily with catlike tread, 
or make their corrupt bargains by word of mouth, 
or, if the transactions are on record; burn or con- 
ceal the books and papers, it proves that they fear 
the moral indignation of the community. 

The remedy is publicity, even ruthless publicity, 
in all transactions which can by any possibility 
become of public interest. But this cannot al- 
ways be assured. And we must perforce fall back 
upon the plain truth that public business is 
everybody's business and special favors granted
